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PREFACE. 


The  compiler  of  this  Order  of  Family  Prayer,  has 
long  believed  that  there  would  be  a  more  general  obser- 
vance of  family  prayer  in  the  families  of  the  Lutheran 
Churchy  and  that  such  observance  would  be  much  more 
interesting  and  profitable  than  that  which  now  exists,  if 
our  Church  members  had  access  to  a  convenient,  cheap, 
churchly,  and  well-ordered  form  of  prayer,  and  were 
encouraged  to  use  it.  This  want  he  has  here  attempted 
to  supply.  Instead  of  single,  long  prayers  for  each 
morning  and  evening  for  several  weeks^  as  are  usually 
found  in  books  of  devotion,  there  is  here  a  large  variety 
of  such  parts  as  ought  to  enter  into  the  devotions  of  a 
family.  It  is  almost  a  full  Church  service.  There  are 
the  Introit,  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Confession,  the 
Kyrie,  the  Absolution,  the  Gloria,  the  Hymn,  the  Bible 
Lesson,  the  Prayer,  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and 
the  Benediction,  essential  parts  of  a  complete  service  for 
a  "Church  in  the  house. '^  Yet  they  are  so  arranged, 
and  such  provision  is  made  for  the  participation  of  the 
various  members  of  the  family  in  the  service^  that  even 
very  young  children  will  be  interested,  and  the  whole 
service  will  not  weary  as  much  as  a  service  of  less  than 
one-fourth  its  length,  differently  conducted.  If  the 
heads  of  our  families  wid  consent  to  try  the  use  of  this 
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Order,  tliey  will  find,  in  a  sliort  time,  the  profit  of  it,  in 
the  interest,  instruction,  and  religious  improvement 
of  the  children.  Let  each  child,  and  all  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family,  be  provided  with  a  copy  of  this  book, 
and  have  it  in  hand,  and  be  encouraged  to  join,  with 
audible  voice,  in  saying  the  parts  assigned  to  the  family, 
and  it  will  be  found  that,  instead  of  the  hour  for  family 
worship  being  dreaded  as  a  dull  and  wearisome  thing,  it 
will  be  anticipated  with  liveliest  pleasure.  The  compiler 
has  prepared  this  Order  especially  for  use  in  his  own 
family,  and  in  the  families  of  his  own  congregation,  in 
the  hope  that  it  will  promote  the  edification  of  his  own 
household,  and  contribute  to  the  more  general  obser- 
vance of  Family  Prayer  among  the  families  of  his  charge. 
He  deems  it  to  be  wise  for  the  heads  of  families  in  our 
Church,  to  rear  their  children  to  habits  of  piety  and 
prayer^  in  the  Church,  and  by  means  of  the  forms  of  the 
Church.  If  other  pastors  and  congregations  entertain 
the  same  views,  and  this  little  book  can  be  made  useful 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  compiler's  own  family  and 
congregat'on,  he  will  rejoice  in  the  wider  sphere  of  influ- 
ence which  it  will  thereby  obtain,  and  will  ascribe  what- 
ever of  good  may  result  from  it^  to  the  blessing  and 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  whose  name  be  honor 
and  glory,  now  and  forever. 

The  compiler  has  translated  the  largest  number  of  the 
Prayers  in  this  volume  from  "Diefi'enbach's  Haus- 
Agende,"  the  most  complete  work  of  the  kind  in  any 
language.  He  has,  also^  in  the  main,  followed  his  order 
of  succession  of  the  parts  of  the  service.  Many  of  the 
Collects  he  has  taken  from  the  '^Liturgy  for  the  use  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran    Church,'^   published  by  au- 
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thority  of  t^.e  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania.  Ooe  form 
of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  he  has  taken  from 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  A  few  Collects  are  ori- 
ginal. 

The  principal  service  of  family  devotion  should,  per- 
haps, be  held  in  the  morning.  The  same  order  may 
also  be  observed  in  the  evening,  or  it  may  be  abbre- 
viated, and  only  portions  of  the  full  service  maybe  used. 
There  are  two  Introits,  and  two  forms  of  Confession 
given ;  one  of  which  may  be  used  in  the  morning,  and 
the  other  in  the  evening.  There  are^  also.  Prayers  and 
Collects  specially  adapted  to  evening  worship. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  objected,  that  the  full  service  is 
too  long.  But,  on  the  contrary^  it  is  believed  that,  long 
as  it  appears,  it  will  be  profitable  for  all  families  to  ap- 
propriate, daily,  the  full  time  that  it  may  take  up.  The 
proverb  is  true,  "Provender  and  Prayer  hinder  no  man 
on  his  journey.'^  Christian  families  ought  to  spend 
more  time  together  in  the  delightful  daily  service  of 
God,  than  they  do.  But  if  the  circumstances  of  the 
family^  at  any  time,  should  make  it  necessary  to  abbre- 
viate the  service,  it  can  be  done  to  almost  any  extent. 
x\t  one  time  the  Commandments  may  be  omitted.  If 
the  time  is  still  more  hurried,  the  Commandments,  the 
Hymn,  and  the  Creed  may  be  omitted.  Or,  when  only 
a  few  minutes  are  at  command,  the  service  may  simply 
consist  of  the  Introit,  the  Prayer  and  the  Benediction. 
The  length  of  the  full  service  prescribed  in  this  Order, 
presents,  therefore,  no  difficulty,  as  such  parts  only  may 
be  used,  as  occasion  will  permit.  It  is  very  desirable, 
however,  that  the  whole  service  should  be  used  as  often^ 
and  8S  regularly  as  possible. 
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The  compiler  sends  forth  this  little  volume  in  the 
earnest  hope  that  it  may  be  instrumental  in  promoting  a 
more  general  observance  in  our  families,  of  the  daily 
worship  of  God.  He  commends  it  to  God,  and  invokes 
His  blessing  upon  this  humble  attempt  to  advance  His 

glory.

^  The  family,  neatly  attired,  shall  assemble  at  a 
suitable  hour  in  the  parlor,  or  other  convenient 
room.  When  all  are  present,  and  quietly  seated, 
the  father,  or  whoever  shall  officiate  in  his  stead, 
shall  begin  the  service  by  repeating  the  first  sen- 
tence, and  the  family  responding  in  unison,  their 
proper  parts,  of  the  following  : 

I.  Introit. 

Father,  Give  ear  to  my  words^  0  Lord^ 
consider  my  meditation. 

Family.  Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  my 
cry,  my  King  and  my  God:  for  unto  Thee 
will  I  pray. 

Father,  My  voice  shalt  Thou  hear  in  the 
morning,  0  Lord. 

Family.  In  the  morning  will  I  direct  my 

prayer  unto  Thee,  and  will  look  up. 
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Father.  For  Thou  art  not  a  God  that  hath 
pleasure  in  wickedness. 

Family,  Neither  shall  evil  dwell  with 
Thee. 

Father,  Thou,  0  Lord,  art  a  shield  for  me : 
my  glory,  and  the  lifter  up  of  my  head. 

Favuly.  I  cried  unto  God  with  my  voice, 
and  He  heard  me  out  of  His  holy  hilL 

Father,  I  laid  me  down  and  slept;  I 
awaked;  for  the  Lord  sustained  me.

Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  anv 
graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing 
that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the 
earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under 
the  earth.  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thy-

0  almighty  and  everlasting  God^  the  Fa- 
ther of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Creator 
and  Judge  of  all  men,  we  humbly  acknow- 
ledge and  confess  to  Thee,  that  we,  having 
been  conceived  and  born  in  sin,  and  there- 
fore being  by  nature  greatly  ignorant  of  Thy 
word,  and  indisposed  toward  Thy  will,  do 
continually  transgress  Thy  holy  command- 
ments, in  thought,  word,  and  deed,  and  have 
thereby  provoked  Thy  just  wrath  and  dis- 
pleasure against  us.  For  these  things  we 
mourn  with  hearty  sorrow  and  repentance; 
and  we  earnestly  seek  and  implore  Thy  grace. 
Have  mercy  upon  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  0  most 
gracious  and  merciful  God  and  Father,  for 
the  sake  of  Thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  For- 
give us  all  our  sins,  and  evermore  grant  us 
Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  He  may  awaken  and 
preserve  in  us  the  right  knowledge  of  Thv

and  consist  simply  of  a  forward  bending  of  the  head  and  body,  or  a 
gentle  sinking  down  upon  the  knees  by  the  side  of  the  seat.

Thv  Son,  and  the  desire  of  ne^Y  obedience,  so 
that  we  may  henceforth  serve  and  jolease  Thee 
in  riohteousness  and  true  holiness,  and  in  the 
end,  obtain  everlasting  life,  through  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord.

Father  and  Family.  I  beUeve  in  God  the 
Father  Almiohtv,  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth.

born  of  the  Virgin  Mslyj;  suffered  under 
Pontius  Pilate ;  was  crucified,  dead,  and 
buried.  He  descended  into  hell.  The  third 
day  he  rose  again  from  the  dead.  He  as- 
cended into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right 
hand  of  God,  the  Father  Almighty;  from 
thence  He  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead.

^  The  Creed  being  ended,  the  Father  shall  say  : 
Let  us  pray:  and  all  devoutly  kneeling,  one  of  the 
Prayers  of  this  collection  shall  be  said.  (See  Pray- 
ers beginning  at  page  23  in  this  book).  If  the 
Prayer  selected  is  thought  to  be  too  short,  several 
short  ones  may  be  used.  The  Father  shall  be  care- 
ful, however,  not  to  use  at  any  one  time,  so  many 
as  to_weary  the  family.  Let  the  Prayer  be  rather 
too  short,  than  too  long.  The  Father  should  select 
the  Prayer  before  the  service  begins ;  and  if  he  uses 
one  of  those  arranged  for  Responses  by  the  Family, 
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he  should  name  to  them  beforehand,  the  one  to  be 
said;  so  that  they  may  have  the  book  open  at  the 
place,  and  avoid  confusion.  When  the  Litany,  ov 
one  of  the  other  forms  arranged  for  Responses  is 
used,  the  Father  shall  utter  the  parts  assigned  to 
him,  and  the  Family  shall  respond  by  saying  the 
parts  designated  for  them.  When  several  of  the 
other  short  Prayers  are  used,  the  Father  shall  utter 
the  Prayer,  and  the  Family  shall  say  the  Amen. 
Only  at  the  close  of  the  Prayer,  when  he  desires 
that  the  Family  shall  rise,  shall  the  Father  say  the 
Amen  with  the  Family.  When  the  Lord's  Prayer 
and  the  Benediction  succeed  the  Prayer,  the  Fa- 
ther shall  not  say  the  Amen,  until  at  the  end  of 
the  Benediction.
